Spain, difplay~ ° 
ing, in private life, mach of. the *gaiety and ‘loquacity of the 
former, and abroad, all the {tate and houteur of the latter. 
No nation, indeed, is fo fond of thew as the Portuguele ; 
and to this every thing among ‘them is facrificed, the import- 
_ance of an individual being generally \acked by«his external 
figure and appearances This‘live, however, of extetnal.dignity 
is, nos attended with any fimilar elevation’ of mind. , On the 
contrary, there prevails a meanuele in’ 
Portognefe, and a want of liberality, by 
than any other people, diftinguifhed, in cdnfe 
felfifonef; of their Spirit, and attachment to thei particular in- 
tereft. 
The Government of Portugal is juftly reckoned, at prefent, 
one of the molt arbitrary in- Europe ; and wherever rettrictions 
in a government prevail, in any high degree, as an attempt 
will-be made’to evade thefe, fo the people willbe found art- 
fal and cunning in proportion.
